The order is- 
s kid to bo duo to a well authenticated 
report that tho Provisional Govern- 
ment of Hawaii is about to apply to 
Bomo othf r power than the United 
States for annexation or a protectorate, 
and the wish of the President is to 
h.ivo an old and experienced otticor iu 
command at Hawaii should tho rumor 
prove to be well I'oundod. It is stated 
that tho Admiral will carry orders to 
resist with all his force the attempt of 
any foreign power to annex the islands 
or establish a protectorate over them 


Tho present government of Hawai 


has been in existence since u year ago 
1 i»t January. Its authority at the pres 
eut time is not disputed, except by th< 
e .-Queen and hor sycophants. Tho gov 
eminent desires to have the island? 
annexed to the United States, and i 
that is not satisfactory to have the 
United States establish a protectorate 
over them. There ia a wide difference 
of opinion as to the adviwibility of an- 
nexing the islands, with all that an- 
nexation implies,as three-fourth of thf 
inhabitants are natives and Chinese, 
or .1 mixture of both who wo- i 1 make 
undesirable citizens. There is no par- 
ticular objection, however, to v'stnblish- 
ini? a protectorate in the islands and 
that the United States, to be consist- 
ent, should not hesitate to do. Our 
government does riot want to oblige 
t 10 Hawaiian government'by establish- 
ing a protectorate, uor is it willing that 
any other government should do so 
even with tho consent of the Hawaiian 
government. The "dog iu the manger" 
policy is unworthy the government of 
the Uuitecl States, and as it will vir- 
tually establish a protectorate by pre- 
venting other foreign nations from in- 
terfering it should do so iu reality by 
act of Cong reps.

The Matter Looked on in Washington 


a« Serious. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—People who 


have heretofore smiled derisively when 
the subject of Coxey's army was men- 
tioned now begin to think that there is 
a strong prospect of it becoming a 
solid reality after all, and that will see 
this great mass of unemployed labor- 
ers from nil sections of the country 
gathered in front of the nation's Capitol 
giving the strongest object lesson ever 
presented to the legislators of the 
United States. The development of 
the past few days shows that the lead- 
ers of this movement are terribly in 
earnest, and unless something unfor- 
soen should occur to prevent it Gen- 
eral Coxey will on Sunday morning 
sound the advance and inaugurate this 
novel pilgrimage.

MARINE UKVENUE SERVICE. 


Urging MoaBure** to Promote Its 
Effi- 


ciency. 


WASHINGTON, 
March 23.—Ranaom, 


Chairman of tho Senate Committee on 
Commerce, has received from Secre- 
tary Carlisle a letter containing his 
views of' the ponding bill "to promote 
the efficiency of the revenue cutter 
service." The Secretary quotes from 
tho annual reports of several of his 
predecessors to show the necessity for 
a provision of law creating a retired 
list of officers of the revenue marine 
service.

Melvin, the paying teller, then fired 
two shots at the man, both taking 
effect but not stopping him in bis 
rourse as he attempted to escape. He 
had not gone far, however, before he 
was captured.

Fred Borneman and said he bad just 
arrived from Denver. The dead cash- 
ier was 35 years of age and lived in 
Oakland.

WEATHKR BULLETIN. 


Weather 
Warm April 
UJ»t urban ces—A 


Predicted. 


ropj righted l-t&t by W. T, Foster, 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., March 23.—My last 


bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wave to cross the 
continent from 


March 24th to 28th, and the next will 
reach the Pacific Coast about the 29th, 
cross the western mountains by close 
of the 30th, the great central valleys 
from the 31st to April 2d, and the East- 
era States about the 3d. This will be a 
severe storm, aud it^ course should b« 
carefully watched as it crosses the 
continent. It will probably be at its 
greatest force in the Eastern States 
and Eastern Canada about Apr/I 3d 
and 4th, and at the same time the cool 
wave will be at its greatest force in 
Middle Canada and the Great Central 
valleys. 


The second storm wave of April will 


reach the Pacific coast about April 3d, 
cross the western mountains by the 
dope of the 4th, the Great Central val- 
leys from the 5th to the 7th, and the 
Eastern States about the 8th. This 
will alno be a severe storm, at its great- 
est force in the west of the Great Cen- 
tral valleys. 


The latter part of March and the 


first hulf of April will be so crowded 
with weather disturbances that the reg- 
ular storm waves will come somewhat 
iiregular, fair weather days will be few 
and far between, and severe storms 
may strike on any day. 


The warm waves will cross the west- 


ern mountains about March 29th and 
April 3d, tho Great Central valleys 31st 
and April 5th, and the Eastern States 
about April 2d and 7th. 


The cool waves will cross the west- 


ern mountains about April 1st and 6th, 
the Great Central valleys about the 3d 
and 8th, and the Eastern States about 
the 5th and 10th. 


For April the whole temperature of 


the United States will average above, 
while at a few locations the tempera- 
ture will be normal or below. This 
will bring what is called an early 
spring in the extreme Northern States 
and 
Canada. The 
cold 
February 


brought a late spring in the South 
just as predicted in these bulletins. 
Farm work will probably be retarded 
by rains during the first part of April, 
east of the Missouri and near the east 
of the lower Mississippi. 


EARTHQUAKES AND COMETS. 


Puofessor Falb of Vienna, Austria, is 


said to be a scientist of high repute. 
3e is becoming world renowned for 
his correct forecasts of great earth- 
quakes, and as weather events and 
earthquakes are believed to be from 
the same causes, professor Falb's fore- 
asts of the latter will be of interest to 
readers of these bulletins. 


Some time ago he published predic- 


ions that earthquakes of more than 
rdinary force would occur during 1894 


about January 21, February 20, March 
21, April 6, May 5, August 1st and 30th, 
September 29th and October 28. These 
are also my dates for severe storms on 
his continent, and as his forecasts and 
my calculations were made without 
any knowledge of each other, it indi- 
ates that we are studying along the 
same lines as to the moon's influence 
on the earth. 


According to Professor Falb's esti- 


mate, the greatest of these earthquake 
disturbances is to occur near August 
20th, the next in force near September 
29th, then February 20th, March 21st 
April 1st, otc. This is in accord with 
my estimate of weather events. The 
storms about 
February 
20th, were 


among tho most severe of the winter, 
and the others ai'e expected to develop 
force iu accord with Professor Falb's 
estimate of earthquakes for the same 
dates. 


He stops, however, at. the points 


where the moon is nearest the eartb, 
while weather calculations include 
many other positions of the moon and 
many more of tho sun and planets. 
Electricity is +he force that causes 
seismic and. atmospheric disturbances, 
and when that force is rightly under- 
stood, we may know, approximately, 
when to expect important weather 
events and earth disturbances. 


Professor Falb makes another im- 


portant prediction. He says the great 
comet that visited our solar system in 
1866 will return in 1899, and probably 
collide with our earth. No duubt such 
collisions have occurred and may occur 
again. All astronomers admit these to 
beindisputed facts. 


A metropolitan daily paper of the 


Eastern States says: "Professor Falb 
has a reputation all over Europe for 
his meterological knowledge and par- 
ticularly for his extraordinarv familiar- 
ity with the habits and customs of 
earthquakes. His predictions of seis- 
mic disturbances have been remark- 
ably fulfilled." 


These facts make 
his 
prediction 


about the comet of more than ordinary 
interest, and the unwelcome visitor 
may come uncomfortably near our 
earth, but there are many chances that 
no serious damage may be expected. 


Astronomical calculations have ad- 


vanced to most wonderful perfection, 
and astronomers can surely give al- 
most the exact position of a comet at

any moment. The comet of 1866 will 
no doubt cross the earth's path in 1899, 
but as our earth moves about 66,600miles 
an hour, an error of one hour in the 
calculations would prevent a collision, 
and then probably nothing more seri- 
ous could occur than the saturation of 
our atmosphere with poisonous gases 
from the comet, and a large increase of 
conflagrations, caused by an increase 
of electric activity.

twenty-five and eight-tenths grains ia 
the money of the United States, which 
by law is declared to be of the value of 
one dollar. — Dr. Hognn. 


The law does not say the value of 
the piece shall be one dollar, it says 
the name of it shall be one dollar and 
it leaves to commerce and the needs of 
business the regulation of its value. — 
R. L. Fulton. 


The first of the above quotations is 


one of several illustrations used by 
Dr. Hogan in an argument to prove 
that money is not a measure of value; 
and, as I understood it, was not in- 
tended as a definition of money, and 
the second is Mr. Fulton's brief com- 
ments thereon. The quotations col- 
lectively remind me of the closing 
words of a famous poem by Saxe, 
" Each were partly in the right, and all 
were in the wrong." 


The Doctor, I am sure, does not wish 


to be understood as saying that " a 
piece of standard gold weighing 25.8 
grains is money of the United States," 
for the simple reason that it is not. 
When such a piece of metal is clothed 
with the impress of sovernty it then, 
and not till then, becomes money, and 
a legal tender to the amount of one 
dollar. 


True, as Mr. Fulton maintaius,-the 


law does not say in so many words 
"this piece of metal shall be one dol- 
lar," nor in so many words does the 
law say "tho name of this piece of 
metal is one dollar;" and yet, in effect, 
it says both, by stamping thereon the 
words " one dollar," coupled with the 
authority for so doing, to-wit: "United 
States of America." 


Mr. Fulton, it feems to me, is led 


astray by the too common error of 
confounding two distinct ideas — tho 
legal tender value of money and its 
purchasing power. Its creator, the law 
of the land, fixes definitely the legal 
tender or debt paying power of money; 
while commerce, the law of supply and 
demand, the needs of business and the 
number of dollars in actual circulation 
regulate its purchasing power. In 
neither event, however, in so far as the 
functions of money goes, has the com- 
mercial value of the substance upon 
which the impress of sovernty is made 
anything to do with the debt-paying 
value or purchasing power of money.

MK. FULTON'S FINANCIAL, IDEAS. 


He Thinks tlie Constitution says More 


Than it Does About Money. 


EDITOR JOURNAL:—With your kind 


permission let me say that Congress is 
granted power by the constitution to 
regulate the value of our coins, but it 
is by putting more or less metal in 
them; not by changing the value of 
the metal itself by a statute. That 
would be to work a miracle, and even 
the Constitution of the Uuited States 
would find that impossible. There 
were months of study devoted by the 
founders of the Republic to ascertain 
just Low gold and silver compared in 
value and even then they did not get it 
right. They had to change the ratio 
between them three times. 


There is no place in the law where it 


says the 412}^ grain coin shall be of 
the value of a dollar. It says "That 
there shall be coined silver dollars ot 
the weight of 412'.< grants troy of 
standard silver," but it doos not say 
what the dollar shall be worth. Every 
man who has a horse or a ton of hay to 
sell says how much it shall ba worth 
to him, but the Government never does 
and never tries to. 


The law makes the dollar of which 


the materials are worth but fifty-two 
cents, worth a dollar in other money 
by putting its credit into it, not by 
raising tho value of tho metal in it 
(which it cannot do), the same as you 
make a piece of paper, value one mill, 
worth ton or a hundred dollars by 
signing your name to a note written 
upon it, and not by raising the value 
of the paper itself, which is forever 
spoiled.

The Storm Period. 


The week ending March llth inaug- 


urated the five weeks' predicted period 
of severe storms aud the reports are 
now all in. Three tornadoes occurred 
during that week, one in Colorado, one 
in Texas and one iu Missouri, two of 
which were accompanied by severe hail 
storms. The center of the 7th to llth 
storm wave entered the Pacific Coast 
on the morning of the 6th at which 
time the whole continent was covered 
by a low from which the tornadoes de- 
veloped. On the 9th the wind reached 
the high velocity of 44 miles at Salt 
Lake and on the 10th 40 miles at Dav- 
enport, Iowa, with the barometer down 
to 29.28. On the llth the wind was 44 
miles in eastern Canada. More than 
three inches of rain fell in parts of the 
country within 
twenty-four 
hours. 


The national weather bureau at Wash- 
ington denominated this 
series of 


storms as " severe and moving with | 
great velocity." The results are suf- 
ficient to verify the predictions for tho 
inaugural week.

WEATHER AND MORALS. 


An Intimate Connection Between 
tl»e 


TwoKoted by Scientist. 


J. S. Lemon notices the very great 


influence of weather on the health aud 
temperament, and through them cm the 
customs and habits of men in all ages. 
This is reflected in the salutations of 
all nations. In their religious ideas, 
particularly in their conceptions of the 
future life and a thousand petty details 
of everyday existence. It affects even 
crime. 
Suicide is known to depend 


largely upon the weather, and it has 
been calculated that in India 48 per 
cent of certain crimes disappear when 
hot weather gives place to cold.

The health qf idiots and thot-e uf- ; 


flicted with acute mania ia especially 
dependent upon weather, and its effect 
on the nervous system is such that 
many persons can anticipate weather 
changes from their own feelings. Ac- 
cidents in factories are said to be much 
more frequent in bad weather than in 
good, and physiological phenomena like 
knee-jerk seem to be dependent on it 
in some measure. Its effect on the ap- 
petite is well known, and tea-tast&rg, 
who have cultivated the sense of taste 
till it has become almost abnormal, 
says that in good weather this sense is 
more delicate than in bad weather. No 
systematic study of all these facts and 
relations has yet been made, but such 
a study would doubtless repay the in- 
vestigator.—Journal vf Psychology.
